FRANCE 

-, ?^ u ^'''î""^'*'^ trenches in western France and 

are holding ijie trenches well against the Germans. The casualties 
among this Canadian Regiment arc very light. An estimate made 
in London puts the number at thirty. All along the British front 
there is a fierce conflict raging. The Patricrt's were in mild fight- 
ing compared with what the other British regiments have had to 
undergo during the past few days. A surprise attack was delivered 
against the Patricia s trenches, but was unsuccessful. 

in the eneigement bet\vecn Belhune and La Bassee. the Ger- 
Laermans ran an armoured train up to the front and purposely bom- 
barded a Red Cross hospital. 

Some trenches were taken from the Black Watch by sheer 
weight of mimbers 1 hey were forced lo abandon their, trenches, 
but on Fiiesday afternoon, reinforced by the Scbts^^lCias and 
«cordons they charged the enemy and drove them out of the trench- 
es at the point of the bayonet. They drove the Germans even fur- 
her. but on account of the thick mud they coiild not advance much 
beyond the line of trenches. The British losses iii wounded were 
gicaier in this engagement than they have been foi- the past month. 

RUSSIA 

riie f^ussians are still advancing on Konigsberg and Thorn, de- 
spite all the opposition the Germans are putting forth. The Ger- 
man attacks on the battle-fronl, west of Warsaw, are still being 
made with the utmost regularity and bravery. The Russians, how- 
ever, are slopping all their efforts in this direction. 

The Russian army in northern Poland has met with very lilllc 
resistance in the last two days. It is tidw only a few miles from ihe 
Russo-German frontier and advancing rapidly, driving the German 
forces before it. 

EGYPT 

The battle between the Turks and the British forces in Egypt 
is expected in a few days. The East Indians, assisted by the Aus- 
tralian troops, will bear ihe brunt of the Turkish forces. The Brit- 
ish posilion is alret.idy selected, and no anxiety is felt as to the out- 
come of the encounter. The shipping in the Suez Canal has not 
been affected. 

THE CAUCASUS 

The Turks have resumed the offensive against the Russians, in 
the Caucasus. The Russian General Sloff reports that the Turks 
have been held at every pbirit excepting for a few localities where 
artillery was used the fighting was all done by the infantry.
